WASHINGTON, Junes.— When the House 


reconvened at ten o'clock this morning 
in continuation of tbe legislative day of 
Saturday there were only about seventy 
members on the doors. 
The leaders de- 


termined to take measures for securing 
and keeping a quorum in attendance dur- 
ing the remainder of the session. A reso- 
lution was adopted revoking all leaves of 
absence except fur sickness and directing 
the sergeant at arms to telegraph absen- 
tees to return forthwith. 


A special deficiensy bill providing for 


the payment of salaries of members and 
for several other miner matters was passed 
by the Hcuse under suspension of the 
rules. 


In the Senate a new deficiency bill 


framed to meet objections of the Presi- 
dent's veto messuge was taken up. 
Be- 


fir,1 proceeding with it some minor mat- 
ters were disposed of. 
The attendance 


was large. 


Walcott asked immediate consideration 


of the resolution directing the library 
committee to 
investigate the circum- 


stances of the award of the statue of Gen- 
eral Sherman, Rohl Smith's design having 
been accepted and requesting the Secre- 
tary of War to suspend execution of the 
contract until the report is made next 
session. 
The resolution went over after 


considerable discussion. 


When the deficiency bill was reached 


Harris offered an amendment covering 
the claims under Bowman act which had 
been omitted in the house bill although 
no specific objection to them was made in 
veto message. 


He said the Bowman claims amounting 


about $500,000 had been subjected to judi. 
ciai scrutiny and should be paid as much 
as any obligations incurred by the gov- 
ernment. After further debate the vice- 
president submitted 
the point order 


against the amendment and it was voted 
out of order. The deficiency bill was 
passed as it came from the house. 


The announcement that the deficiency 


bill had been passed by the Senate was 
loudly cheered by the members when it 
was made in the House.

THE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The Legislature Makes an Appropriation 


for Its Running Expenses. 


The legislature last week passed a bill 


appropriating $6,000 to pay the running 
expenses of the state normal school in 
this city to Jan. 1, 1897. It is hoped 
to have the building completed in time to 
open the school September 1, the begin- 
ning of the school year, but if this is not 
done it will be ready shortly after that 
date, and the appropriation makes it pos- 
sible to open the school as soon as the 
building is finished, while without it the 
opening might have been long delayed. 
It is desirable that all of the normal 
schools should open for the year at the 
same time, hence the necessity of an ap- 
propriation before the adjournment of 
the legislature to provide for t he opening 
of the school here. 


THE HYPNOTIST HERE. 


Will Put a Young Man to Sleep (or Twen. 


ty-four Hours. 


Tuesday evening, in connection with 


his laughable show, Professor Lee, the 
hypnotist, will repeat the wonderful ex- 
periment that he was so successful with 
in Albany, Syracuse and Rochester, of 
putting a young man in a hypnotic sleep 
for twenty-four hours. He will put him 
asleep at the opera' house at 10 o'clock, 
after an examination as to his pulse, res- 
piration and temperature by a committee 
of physicians from the audience. 
Then 


the sleeper will be carried to some store- 
and placed in a window, where he will be 
watched all night by a committee se- 
lected at the theatre. The bodily func- 
tion of the sleeper will be practically 
suspended. He will neither hunger nor. 
thirst nor feel the ordinary wants of a 
human being. He will lie entirely mo- 
tionless on his back the entire twenty- 
four hours. On Wednesday evening at 
7.30 he will be (.gain carried to the thea- 
tre and be awakened by Professor Lee 
before the entire audience and .again be 
examined by- physicians. His pulse aud 
respiration will be taken hourly during 
his sleep by any physician who may be 
present. The young man will show no 
ill effects from his experience and will be 
used during the balance of the perform- 
ance. The strange feature of Mr. Lee's 
theory of hypnotism is that this cessa- 
tion of the bodily functions in a human 
being is actually the same physical prin- 
ciple which enables the bear to hibernate. 
If a bear can put himself to sleep for 
weeks at a time there is no reason why 
man cannot do the same. Mr. Lee gives 
as a reason for not putting the young 
man to sleep for a longer period that he 
performs the above experiment every 
week.

A SENSATION 


Of Startling Character May Be 


Developed from an Arrest 


by Local Officers. 


A MYSTERIOUS SWELL PRISONER. 


He Carries With Him a Long List or Dis- 


tinguished Contributors to Political 


Funds and Alleged Industrial 


Schemes o( Magnificent 


Titles. 


J. Dnncini Fraser, who was arrested Sat- 


urday in Charlemont by Chief Kendall 
and Sheriff Moloney, at the direction of 
tlie Bennlngton, Vt., officers, as briefly 
mentioned in Saturday's TKANSCKIPT, is 
believed to be the most cultured profes- 
iional swindler ever arrested in this sec- 
tion and the officers are justly proud of 
their work. 


As soon as Chief Kendall received tbe 


message Saturday morning to be on tbe 
lookout for Fraser the police mechanism 
was started. The man, it was learned, 
bad been at Horrijan's stable with his 
team and had left about 9.3D o'clock, only 
twenty minutes before the message came. 
Officers in all places within a radius of 
twenty miles were notified of his depart- 
ure from this city, whereby Chief Kendall 
hoped to have the fugitive detained. 
Shortly after telephoning, it was learned 
that the man had driven over the moun- 
tain and the Chief and Sheriff Moloney 
went through the tunnel and stopped at 
Rice's hotel. 


A party came along shortly alter noon 


who had seen a man going toward Charle- 
mont and driving a piebald horse. The 
officers loat no time in following him and 
were rewarded for their hurry by coming 
across Fraser at the Kemp farm house 
just this side of Charlemont. The horse 
was feeding in the front yard and the man 
was eating his dinner in the kitchen. He 
offered no resistance when arrested other- 
wise than a verbal remonstrance. 


The man presented himself to Postmas- 


ter Hobinson of Eennington Friday morn- 
ing and represented that he was sent oat 
by the Democratic National committee to 
collect contributions for the coming cam- 
paign. 
He had a book containing signa- 


tures of prominent Democrats in Vermont 
and Mr. Robinson told him he would see 
him later and put his name down for per- 
haps ten or fifteen dollars. 
The man dis- 


appeared and was next heard of from 
Hoosick Falls, N. Y., where he has tried 
the same plan and had shown Postmaster 
Biley the name of Postmaster Robinson 
opposite a $10 contribution. Hff was later 
heard from in North Beonington and at 
5 o'clock Friday evening he was in Pownal 
where he received fl from T. Hoxie Hall. 
The Bennington officers wanted .him for 
alleged swindle and his arrest was learned 
by them with pleasure. 


At the police station Fraser told Chief 


Kendall he was the president of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Imigration and Coloniza- 
tion club which was founded in 1868 for 
the purpose of promoting tbe rehabilita- 
tion of the Southern states. He had a roll 
containing about 590 signatures of promi- 
nent men and firms in New York state 
and New England. 
His business had 


made him known to the foremost men in 
this section of the country and the list is 
of some value I or the autographs it bears. 
The names of George W. Chase and S. H. 
Fairfield were found with some surprise 
by Chief Kendall and telephone messages 
brought those men to the police station 
early in the evening. Mr. Chsse recalls 
signing the list and thinks he contributed 
$10 but as it was two years ago he could 
not remember definitely. 
Mr. Fairfleld 


had no recollection of the man or the 
scheme but said the signature was of his 
writing. 


Another .book which Fraser had was 


entitled "A Report of the Immense Re- 
sources aud Natural Wealth of California 
and the West, by General J. Duncan Fra- 
ser, representative of Immigration from 
the southern states of the Union t</ the 
Pacific Coast."" The date of the book 
was 1888. 


Chief Kendall had a lone talk with 


Fraser, who had remained in loed all day 
Sunday and his questions were politely 
answered. Fraser said he was a general 
in the confederate army and had been in 
tbe business which he was now following 
since 1868. He claimed that this arrest 
was his first but did not seem perplexed 
over it. He says he is the entire company 
and that his receipts are mostly expended 
in travel from place to place. He said he 
had a wife in Canada to whom he sent 
money occasionally. 


He expressed his willinjrnees to return 


to Bennington whenever the officers 
should arrive. He is sixty-two years old, 
six feet, two inches tall, weighs 190 
pounds, has grayish hair and moustache, 
stands very erect and has a manner of car- 
riage and speech which would typify him 
as a southerner. He drove a piebald horse 
attached to a light carriage which belongs 
to Robin & Hardy of Malone, N. Y. The 
horse and carriage are at Rice's hotel, 
Hoosac Tunnel, and Chief Kendall has 
reoeived a dispatch from the .owners that 
they have written him concerning the 
disposition of the same. 


Sheriff Nash arrived on the 9.53 train 


from Bennington this morning and re- 
turned at 10.08 o'clock with Fraser in his 
custody. The Bennington oficials have 
been looking into Fraser's history some- 
what and believe he is the noted Cana- 
dian crook and confidence man known as 
Lord Beresford. 


Fraser will be held in Bennington until 


he is acquainted with and until the gov- 
ernment officials shall have had time to 
look into bis case. 


District Court. 


The court session lasted less than five 


minutes this morning. Charles Hastings 
was arrested Saturday for drunkenness 
but failed to appear this morning to an- 
swer to his name on tbe court roll call.

AMERICANISM. 


A Timely Sermon Preached 
Sun- 


day Morning by Rev. W. L. 


Tenney. 


A GENUINE PATRIOTIC DISCUSSION. 


The Present Duty of a Patriotic Ameri- 


can Ably and Clearly Set Forth. No 
Room for Secret Political Orders. 


Historical and Other Facts. 


The sermon preached at the Congrega- 


tional church Sunday morning by Rev. 
W. L. Tenney was so timely, so free from 
narrowness and so full of true patriotism 
and brotherly love that the TRANSCRIPT 
gladly presents it in full today, feeling 
that it cannot fail to be helpful and up- 
lifting to all classes of readers. 
The 


theme was "The Present Duty of a Pat- 
riotic American," and the text was I 
Peter, II: 17: 


Honor all men. 
Lovo tlio brotherhood. Fear 


God. 
Honor the Ling. 


Three weeks ago at the conclusion of 


the church services, I was requested to 
preach at this time a patriotic sermon. 
Coming as the request did, from one who 
knew from uiy public utterances that aiy 
definition of patriotism differed from his 
own, 
I responded with the greater alac- 


rity. As citizens and Christians we are 
too much disposed to give our attention 
solely to those who express sentiments 
identical with our own. One of the under- 
lying principles in our democratic gov- 
ernment assuredly ought to be our will- 
ingness to hear both sides, or different ex- 
pressions of tbe same side. The glory of 
the New England town meeting, from 
which so much that is good in our insti- 
tutions originated, is to be found in the 
fact that, by means of a fair and open dis- 
cussion, men are helped to see both sides 
of the shield of the truth. 


In religion the preacher may simply 


waste his time when he reiterates the 
truths with which his hearers are in the 
-fullest sympathy. The preaching which 
at first antagonizes, may, in the end be 
most effective. 


The question of the present duty of a 


patriotic American must be a personal 
one. 
It is not in my thought to attempt 


to dictate to any man, whether he be a 
Catholic or a member of a secret political 
order. In addressing you today, I would 
bring before you convictions which I have 
as to my own personal duty as an Ameri- 
can citizen. If the reasons which lead me 
both to agree and disagree with certain 
of my friends are based upon sound rea- 
son and Christian principle, I can but 
hope that their expression may be of some 
service to you. It ought to be possible for 
me to present and for others to listen to 
such a subject as this in a spirit of calm- 
ness and fraternity. The strongest reason 
which any man can have for mistrusting 
the Tightness of his position, is when he 
finds that'he is inclined to resent the ex- 
pression of opposite views. The truth will 
ever bear the light, and needs not the pro- 
tection of prejudice or passion. 


1. The first duty which appeals to me 


as a patriotic America n, is to ever remem- 
,ber that I am an American. No man has 
a right to put into the word American his 
own conception of Englishman, Scotch- 
man or Welshman or Irishman. The 
word has its significance from the histor- 
ical evolution which is back of It. You 
discover the germs of the glorious word 
in tbe very beginning of our colonial his- 
tory. The.Independent in New England, 
the Quaker and Presbyterian io Pennsyl- 
vania, the Catholic^ in Maryland, differ in 
the expressions of their religious beliefs 
and in their theories of government; yet 
theyagree in their purpose of gaining 
freedom to worship Go J. At first you 
find more tolerance of divergent views 
among tho followers of Lord Baltimore 
and William Pennthan among any others; 
yet the natural outcome of tbe colonial 
spirit is to be witnessed in our national 
constitution, in which Protestant, Cath- 
olic and Freethinker had a part. 
" The significance of what is involved in 
being an American, is also made clearer 
to us hi the light ofour national history. 
The title, American, has been applied to 
states and individuals most divergent In 
their character. We received, without 
any hesitation, into our Union, the state 
of Louisiana, when the very counties of 
the state were named for the feast-days 
of the Romish church and a majority of 
the citizens'were Romanists. In grant- 
ing naturalization papers we have closed 
our eyes as to whether the applicants 
were wearers of the orange or the green. 
Protestants in Louisiana have not found 
that they were deprived of their political 
rights, and Louisiana only forgot the 
meaning of American when Protestants 
and Catholics within her borders clamor- 
ed for the dissolution of the Union. 
The 


Catholic troops of the rebel Catholic gen- 
eral Beauregard, were opposed by loyal 
Catholic troops under a loyal Catholic 
general, Rosecrans. It is not for us to at- 
tempt to explain 
a,way this history, 


it is rather for us to rejoice 
in it. 


Let us rejoice that under the fostering in- 
fluence ot our free institutions, the church, 
society and the individual may gain a 
development which would be impossible 
under any other form of government. 
Let us rejoice, not only that our Protes- 
tant churches are loyal to our American 
institutions, but let us also applaud the 
liberty—breathing songs of a John Boyle 
O'Reilly and the patriotic utterances of a 
Bourke Cochran. I am false to my duty 
aa an American citizen if I ask any other 
question 
concerning the candidate for 


office than these: Is he a man of pure 
life who will set a. right example to the 
youth of this land? is he competent and 
is he a loyal American? Parties are in- 
deed necessary, but parties must be ut- 
terly vicious if they represent any other 
differences than those affecting questions 
of American policy. 


The war settled the question of allcg. 


iance to the state or allegiance to the na- 
tion. If you travel abroad you do not 
proclaim yourself a citizen of Massachu- 
setts but a citizen of the United States. 


So, not the question of race, not the 


question of creed, not the question of 
social position, not the question of wealth 
but the question of loyal Americanism, 


should now determine one's rights as a 
citizen. 


2, It is also part of my duty as a pat- 


riotic American to maintain my own in- 
dividual freedom and self-respect. 
The 


great state of New York needs a revival 
of true patriotism, if her citizens, Re- 
publican and Democratic, are to be freed 
from the dominance of political rings. 
The delegates to our great political con- 
ventions, Republican and Democratic, 
need a baptism not of the partisan spirit, 
but of patriotism, that they may leave 
their convention as free men, prepared 
to oppose the platforms of their parties 
if these platforms declare for unjust and 
unrighteous principles. They are lacking 
in patriotism who permit another man, 
be he Pope or layman, to determine for 
them the course which they must pursue 
as American citizens. In so far as the 
Catholic church, or the Lutheran church, 
in Wisconsin a.id 
Illinois, have been 


powers in our political life as institutions, 
they have been un-Ainericau, and those 
who have slavishly obeyed their religious 
eaiers in political matters, regardless of 
their duty as freemen, have been disloyal. 


1 do not mean that Bishop or rector 


should not indicate to their flocks the 
moral issues Involved in public questions; 
they would fail in the.'r duty as Chris- 
tian men if they did not thus express 
themselves. But I do not mean that any | 
exercise of churchly authority In political 
matters by any church in our land is to be 
resented. The history, not only of our 
own laud, but of other civilized nations, 
warrants the statement that whenever a 
church does take such a position as this. 
she not only loses her moral power, but 
also fails to exercise the authority which 
she claims over her own members. In GO 
far as either Protestants or Catholic.'i uc- 
lievc that the truths uttered by thoir 
spiritual leaders are divinely righteous, 
they assert their highest freedom as men 
by regarding these truths as of supreme 
importance. The freest men in our nat- 
ional history were the men who refused 
to heed the fugitive slave law because 
they found themselves to be under a 
higher law of human brotherhood. 


An equally evident duty of a patriotic 


American citizen would also seem to be to 
maintain his own individual freedom and 
self-respect by refusing- to permit his 
course as a citizen to be determined for 
him by the rule of any secret society. 
Most of us are sufficiently familiar with 
the evils of church interference in politi- 
cal life; a question which has not been 
presented to us w ith the frequency which 
a strict regard for duty upon the part of 
our political and religious teachers would 
demand, is this question of the righteous- 
ness of a secret political order. 


If any thing is made plain in our na- 


tional history, it is that all political action 
must transpire in the open day. Such is 
the feeling against the secret sessions of 
the United States senate, that even in 
that body are to be found those who are- 
eager to have all their action as public as 
that of the House of Representatives. 


Masonry, as an institution has attracted 


many of the great and good of all the 
ages of our Christian era; yet Masonry 
was hardly able to survive the outburst 
of indignation,'when during a period of 
our history it was popularly supposed to 
subvert its secret power for political ends. 
Well says the historian Schouler concern- 
ing this time: 
"If Masonry preverts ! 


secret affiliations to political ends its prin- 
ciple is utterly opposed to the sense of 
popular government, which moves in the 
light of day, appeals to the whole mass j 
for support, and values power only for j 
public ends." 
| 


In 1S31, impressed with the dangers j 


threatening our free American life from a 
secret political order, John Quincy Adams 
and Judge story tried to do away even 
with college secret societies. Men whose 
memory we revere, like Seward, Francis 
Granger and Thaddeus 
Stevens were 


leaders in the movement against what 
they regarded as a secret political society 
It may be doubted whether Henry Clay 
might not have been chosen to the presi- 
dency at this time, had it not been for his 
silence upon this question. After the storm 
was over, Masonry regained its old posi- 
tion because it refused as a secret society 
to be governed by either political or bec- 
tarian considerations. With all the good 
work which this order had accomplished 
in the past, with all the prestige of illus- 
trious names, it was utterly unable to 
stand against the suspicion even of being 
a political order. 


Failing to learn the lesson from this up- 


rising of 1828 and 1S30, the next decade 
witnessed the growth of the Nntive Amer- 
ican or Know Nothing party. 
There 


were certain elements of justice in its 
principles. There was then, aa there is 
today, a need of restricted immigration; 
yet the Know Nothing party, on account 
of its secret lodge, failed to gain the in- 
fluence for the native Americans which 
might have been theirs, had they openly 
tried to promulgate their principles. No 
leaders of commanding genius were at- 
tracted by the movement and soon the 
ntirring issue of slavery lead to the ex- 
tinction of the party. 


There are the best of reasons to be given 


for this judgment of the American people 
as the dangers from a setret political 
order. It is not necessaay to question the 
sincerity of many of the founders of such 
orders or question the patriotism of the 
majority of their members. Most ofthem 
undoubtedly have had and have today the 
best of motives. 
The secret political 


order, however, be it Jesuitical or profes- 
edly patriotic, is false to the elemental 
principles of democratic government. 
The unscrupulous politician, caring noth- 
ing for principle but everything for votes 
and power, too often finds in the good 
men who belong to a secret political order, 
the blind tools for his own selfish designs. 
Taking advantage fo a man's loyalty to 
his order, such manipulators have in every 
town and city where the order exists, a 
force which they may use with all the 
demoralizing results of a Tammany organ- 
ization. In any such order, it inevitably 
follows that the men who gain the most 
prominent position are the men who care 
least for the principles of the founders of 
the society. It was the action of such 
leaders wnich made it possible, a iew 
years ago, for a spurious letter of the pres- 
ent pope to be put int o circulation in this 
country. The rank and file of the society 
could never have approved of such a dis- 
honest step, and yet, in joining- a secret

order, capable of having ouch an influence 
upon politics, they had unwittingly been 
?uilty of the unpatriotic act of surrender, 
Ing their own personal freedom. 


I appeal to the patriotic conviction of 


every American citizen, as to whether the 
power of the unscrupulous politician is 
not sufficiently great in our politics, with- 
out giving him tho new opportunities and 
power which he gains whenever he ob- 
tains an entrance to a secret political 
order? Wi become so accustomed to the 
dea of secret fraternal and insurance 
orders which violate none of the princi- 
ples of our government, that with a com- 
plete unconsciousness of the dangerous 
tendencies of a different class of orders, 
many good people have entered them. 
Their motives I dream not of impugning. 
The wisdom of their course, I believe can- 
not appeal to the sober second judgment 
of the American people. The founder of 
Jesuitism was a noble, single-hearted man. 
The order became corrupt and a menace 
:o even Catholic governments, because of 
ihe natural effects of the secret carrying 
out of a political purpose. A Protestant 
order, composed of spotless saints in its 
Beginning, organized for the sake of gain- 
ing; political encU, certain of which are 
most worthy, cannot but ultimately prove 
jo be an equal menace to free institutions 
and be guilty of acts which the moral 
udgment of man must condemn. 
3. A third duty to which I would call 


your attention is the duty which reals 
upon uie, as a Christian patriot, of main- 
lining a Christian spirit in the perform- 
ance of my civic duties and in my treat- 
ment of those who difl'er from me in 
opinion. 
I believe in the disintegrating 


influence of the American spirit upon that 
which we recognize as antagonistic in our 
national life. The Catholic church of the 
United States is a different organization 
from the church of Italy, Spain or Austria, 
—largely through this influence. 
But I 


believe that this spirit has been made 
effective because there UBS been connected 
with it the spirit of Christian forbearance 
and brotherly kindness. 


I have a perfect right to do a great 


many things which as a Christian I will 
not do. Luther had a right to hurl invec- 
tives against his theological enemies until 
as he confessed, it was almost impossible 
for him to express himself in a discussion 
without cursing; and yet the reformation 
in Germany would have made far more 
rapid progress had 
Luther's 
bearing 


toward 
his 
adversaries 
been 
more 


Christian. 


The 
progress 
of

reformation 


was arrested, 
when 
Protestants for- 


ot in their controversies that love is 
reater than faith. 
I can think of no good which has been 


accomplished during the last century by 
mere controversy 
and 
denunciation' 


The Christian minister does not find that 
theeffective way of enforcing the ten com- 
mandments is by continually preaching 
them. The cause of morality is advanced 
as he directs men's minds to tlie beauties 
of the life of Christ and that pure and 
unselfish service which is within 
the 


reach of all the children of God. 
The 


Catholic who resorts to mob violence is 
neither a Christian or a patriot and 
it may be doubted wheter the Pro- 
testant 
who 
courts 
a 
disturbance 


and rejoices in a melee 
approaches 


any nearer the ideal standard. As Protes- 
tants we claim to attach no cfflsasy to 
mere forms. 
Our religion is above all 


things spiritual. "The works of the flesh 
are hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, 
strife, seditions, of the which" says the 
apostle, "I tell you that they which do 
such things shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God. But the fruit of the spirit is love, 
peace, loug suffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance." 


The civic duty of a true patriot should 


be performed in ai reverent a spirit as 
should his devotions. Those who come to 
our stiores with tho belief that the church 
should control the state, cannot live long 
under the influence of such a spirit with- 
out being convinced that it is infinitely 
better than the Christ, not of the creeds 
but of the individual life, should control 
the state. We will be best prepared to sit 
in judgment upon those who differ from 
us in their religion, as we first strive to 
pick the beam of indifference to our civic 
and religious duties out of our own eye; 
then with our clarified vision will we be 
the better able to pluck the mote out of 
oar brother's eye and to see also that it is 
a mote and that our brother's vision is 
not so defective as we had supposed. 


I am free to confess that when the Rom- 


ish theory of papal infallibility is logically 
carried out, I can see in it that which is 
only irrational 
and contrary to true 


Americanism. But we a.re all of us most 
illogical in the practical deductions which 
we make from our theories, be they good 
or bad. The old time Calvinist who held 
that he was among the elect, ought not 
logically to have given much of bis time 
to good works, but he did. The ligid 
Baptists ought not, logically, to call thos,e 
ol' us who have never been immersed, 
Christians, but-most of them are fraternal 
indeed in their treatment of us. So there 
are in this country today a host of Catholics 
who have been influenced by our free, 
Christian life, who at heart arc equally 
Christian and equally patriotic with our- 
selves. They explain away the syllabus 
of Pope Pius by saying that he had in 
mind not such a condition as prevails in 
this country, but the peculiar condition 
when infidelity was rampant in Europe. 


"Divided as we were," said Archbi&hop 


Spaulding,"in religious sentiment from the 
very origin of our government, our father3 
acted most prudently and wisely in adopt- 
ing, as an amendment to the constitution, 
the organic article that Congress shall 
make no law respecting the establishment 
of religion or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof. 
The founders of our gov 


ernment were, thank- God, neither lati- 
tudinarians nor 
infidels; 
tliey 
were 


earnest, honest men, and they exhibited a 
commendable respect for religious obser- 
vances." This syllabus was also, says Pro- 
fessor O'Gorman of the Catholic Univer- 
sity in Washington, "by no means an act 
of infallibility." 
In the light of these 


quotations, seeing as we do that a liberal 
Catholic holds himself free to decide that 
an objectionable utterance of the Pope 
was either "not an act of infallibility" or 
was intended to apply to a differcni, con- 
dition of things from that which obtains 
in this country, may we not extend to our 
liberal Catholic fellow citizens the hand 
of fraternal affection in every good work 
which requires the united endeavor and 
united vote of the good people of our 
[and? The man who is thus willing to ac- 
knowledge the good which exists in the 


Catholic church, will by his very act in- 
crease the good and lessen the evil. The 
church of the future is to be neither 
Bomish nor Protestant. It is to be the 
"Holy Catholic Church," in which we 
even today assert our belief; the Holy 
Catholic Church, a church in which every 
form shall most perfectly express the true 
spirit of worship; & church ia which nil 
shall be infallible who speak the truth of 
Christ; a church whose zeal for humanity, 
ahall have obliterated nil narrow sect 
divisions. 


God grant that the America we love so 


well may be an example to the world as 
she freely permits such a church to de- 
velop within her borders. Then shall the 
word American be a title of honor which 
6hall represent the victory of true democ- 
racy. Then shall the era of the bigot and 
the partisan have passed away and every 
man shall maintain his own self-rsspect 
and freedom. Then shall the wearers of 
the orange and the green respect each- 
other the more because of the honest dif- 
ferences whloh have separated them.

Russia Exerting a Practical Protectorate 


over Turkey, and Will Submit To Ka> 


(&» 
Attempt at the Dismemberment 


or the Snltan*s Domain. 


Berlin, June 7.—The concert of the 


powers relative to the situation in the 
island of Crete is of much the same 
character as was the now exploded en- 
tente of the powers in regard to Ar- 
menia, and all semblance of unity of 
purpose is certain to disappear upon 
the slightest approach to a collision of 
interests. The Cologne Gazette in an 
exhaustive article on the 
subject 


thoroughly lights up the situation. 
The Vienna ITrei* Presse, taking the 
text of Emperor Francis Joseph's speech 
to the Austro-Hungarian delegations, 
argued that tha emperor's declarations 
gave proof that the dreihund powers 
were agreed upon a common policy to- 
ward Turkey: that the interests of 
Austria were also the interests of Ger- 
many, and that the dreihund was des- 
tined to intervene in Turkey almost 
immediately. 
These arguments are 


boldly and unequivocally attacked by 
the Berlin representative of the Co- 
iOgne Gazette in a communication, 
wherein the writer pointedly declares 
that Germany will take np direct part 
in events in the east, and merely de- 
sires that order shall be maintained 
and the statue quo continued. The 
policy of Germany upon this question, 
the writer adds, is identical with that 
of the other powers, and above, all 
that of llussia. The Gazette in its ar- 
ticle "which accompanies this commu- 
nication gives no hint, however, as to 
the drift of the czar's policy, to which 
Germany is alleged to be attached. 


Russia's Proteotoral Over Turkey. 


The Vossische Zeitung iu an article 


on the same subject asserts that Russia 
is exerting- a practical protectorate 
over the Turkish empire, and will not 
tinder any circumstances allow any 
power to interfere, nor will she acceda 
to anything tending towards a separa- 
tion or dismemberment of the sultan's 
dominions. Pursuing the subject the 
Vossische Zeitung asks: "Will Russia 
so influence the negotiations of tho 
powers as to cause delay which will 
enable the Turkish troops in the island 
of Crete, which have now been in- 
creased to 18,000 men, to overpower 
the Cretans and repeat the Armenian 
massacres?" The king of Greece and 
the Grecian ministry seem to rely upon 
the warships which the powers have 
Bent to Canea and Retimo to intervene 
in the event of a massacre of Cretans 
by the Turks, but at the same time the 
Grecian fleet is being mobilized, and 
the ironclads Hydra, Spetzia, Psara 
Georgios, the cruiser Admiral Mizulis 
and fifteen torpedo boats are ready to 
make their appearance 
in Cretan 


waters without the sanction of Russia, 
If the unanimous voice of the Greek 
people shall compel the government to 
act. The Cretan delegates who are 
now at Athens have presented an ap- 
peal to the Greek government for a 
union of Crete with Greece which was 
drawn up by an assembly of Cretan 
deputies which was held at Yamos on 
May 21. 


Sugar Bounties in Austria. 


The contention of the German gov- 


ernment, which >haa often been heard 
in the reiehstag in the course of tha 
debates on the sugar bounty bill, that 
a large increase of the premiums upon 
sugar was the first step toward an in- 
ternational agreement to abolish sxigar 
ho unties altogether, has received a flat 
contradiction by the action of the 
Austro-Hungarian government in pro- 
moting bills in the Austrian reichsrath 
increasing the amount granted for the 
payment of the sugar sbounties from 
,1,000,000 to 8,000,000 florins per annum. 
The measures [introduced by the gov- 
ernment are provisional, and purport 
to be enduring for one year only, but 
they are certain to become perma- 
nent laws, as there is a strong sugar 
interest in Austria. By the terms of 
these bills, the internal sugar'^xia in- 
creased from eleven to thirteen florins 
per 100 kilogrammes, so that the con- 
sumers are thus {squeezed all around, 
paying moro for their own sugar and 
supporting manufacturers in supply- 
ing cheaper sugar, the United States 
and England being the principal im-

wore the uniform of tha Preohrajansky 
regiment in which he was attired 
when he crowed himself. In going to 
the plain he rode a brown horse along- 
side of an open carriage in which were 
the czarina and Grand Duchess Maria 
Paulowna. This carriage was drawn 
by four cream colored ponies. A great 
crowd assembled to witness the review 
and their majesties were enthusiasti- 
cally greeted when they appeared. The 
czar first rode slowly around the troops, 
•who were drawn up in lines, and then 
went round them on a canter. The 
czar and czarina, accompanied by a 
brilliant suite and the visiting foreign 
princes, then went to the imperial 
pavilion, where the caarina took a 
position in the top balcony. The czar, 
still on horseback, stood a little in ad- 
vance of his suite, and witnessed the 
march-past of the troops. The interest 
of his majesty did not flag throughout 
the ceremony. The weather was ex- 
tremely warm.

Spaniards were thrown alive into pans | 
of boiling molasses," writes a member 
of Jose Maceo's staff in a letter re- 
ceived by T. Estrada Pahna Saturday, 
and printed in the Herald, describing 
the battle fought early last month on 
El Triunfo plantation, between tha 
Cubans under Jose Maceo and the 
Spaniards undc.' Gen. Lachumba. The 
writer goes on to say that the planta- 
tion belongs to an American named 
Whitney, whose home is in Philadel- 
phia. 
Maceo knew this acd did not 


wish to fight there, but he could not 
coax the Spaniards out, se there was 
no help for it. He ordered an attack, 
and after five hours' hard fighting the 
enemy, under rover of darkness fled to 
Santiago. Of .Vaceo's 1,500 men 64 were 
killed or wounded, and for the 2,000 
Spaniards the loss was about 300. 
Among the Cubans slain were Capts. 
I'runa, Marin and Herges. Marin and 
1'runa were killed 
instantly, 
but 


Berj^es was shot through the abdomen 
and lingered three day in horrible 
agony. Whitney did all he could to 
save his buildings, his crops and hie 
servants, but with little success. He 
raised the flag of the United States, and 
claimed protection in its name, but the 
Spaniards pulled it down, spat upon it, 
tore it into shreds and trampled it into 
the earth. They killed six of Whitney's 
help, all. in fact, but his cook, and set 
fire to his buildings. As a fit climax 
to their barbarity, they threw the two 
Cuban prisoners into the boiling mo- 
lasses, where the bodies were found in 
the morning by the dead men's friends.
